lL. In September 1960, Mexicen visa regulations in regard to entry iato 
Mexico. of Cuban nationnis were changed te conform generally to the U.S. State 
Department trastmant of Cuban nationals. Under the new reguletions, ell 
Cuhan requasts for cntry were referred to Gobermacion in Mextea City. This 
had the effeet. of prohibiting the legal entry of Cubans into México except 
after Long delays endfor extra-legal payments to secure preferred attention. 
Under the new regulations, a large backlog of requests built up, which has. 
continued to increase te tha present time. This has developed inte a pare~ 
dise for the "“cayotes" who, for a price, use their “contacts” to secure pre- 
ferred, attention for their “slients”,.
